and covered with twigs of treos. I hada little 
hut bnilé on it for protection agninst tho weather = 
—n very nocesrary precaution, ar it frozo every. 
night, and rained and hailed'and snowed often 
for the fitst week, when the river passes through 
olofts in the mountains of the Botan, My ‘kelek’ 
‘caused a great oxcitement from boing the 
first that had come down the rivor for some 
woaks, ‘and tho poor paople were starving for 
want of grain that goacrally comes down tho 
river from the great: corn-pruducing country 
round Disebokir.
